Lawton, 
Chaffee, MacArthur, Wheaton, Bell— 
men Ww early manhood was given

infant peoples. Nations cannot escape 
the charge laid upon them to develop 
the world's neglected. resources, to 
make the wilde:ness, the fields, the 
mines and countries inhabited by bar- 
barous peoples useful to civilized man. 

No nation lives to itself alone. it 
cannot if it would. Even the great 
powers influence each other, not by ex- 
ample, but by tariffs, by trade ar- 
rangements, by armies, by navies. How 
much more ought this be true, when 
unsought circumstance give to our 
keeping the destiny of an undeveloped 
race, and the fortunes of an unde- 
veloped country? Will it be better for 
the Filipinos themselves, if the Ameri- 
can people say to them k upon 
us, observe our civilization, consider 
our virtues, and then fall back into 
the Malay barbarism into which al 
history shows your race has relapsed 
when left to itself.”

Thus spoke President Roosevelt, the 
highest type of American manhood. 
And, borrowing his words, I, too, “be- 
lieve emphatically in organized labor.” 
For I am firmly of the opinion that 
the laboring man has as much right 
to organize as has any class of his 
fellow-citizens for the betterment and 
the amelioration of his condition. 

I do not hesitate to say that upon 
the betterment of the condition of the 
working people depends the future 
welfare and the perpetuity of this na- 
tion. When Greece became a prey 
to the predatory rich and her common 
people became debased, debauched and 
ground down into the dust, Greece's 
greatness departed from her, and she 
fell to swift and certain ruin. Rome, 
too, forgetting that upon her common 
people rested the greatness of her 
mighty empire, neglected her common 
people. and Rome, like Greec, de- 
clined and fell.

or sweethearts to be beguiled again so 
soon into the Democratic fold. Let the 
memory of McKinley and the prosperity 
that followed so surely on his taking 
up the reins of government, give quick 
and instant pause to him who falters 
and turns a listening ear toward the 
Democratic siren. 

In conclusion, permit me, ladies and 
gentiemen, to say this: If I should be 
fortunate (or, perhaps, unfortunate)

M’GOVERN-CORBETT FIGHT. 
BROUGHT BEFORE GRAND JURY. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
LOUISVILLE (K., Sept. 15.—In his 
charge to the Grand Jury today Judge 
Barker of the Criminal Division of 
the Jefferson Circuit Court, referred to 
the MeceGovern-Corbett contest sched- 
uled to take place in this city Septem- 
ber 22. After quoting the Kentucky 
law in the case and defining a prize 
fight as any fight for a prize, whether 
a title, bet, wager or stake, he stated 
that the statute daes not prohibit 
“sparring exhibitions,” unless the win- 
ner takes something he would not have 
secured had he lost. Continuing, the 

judge declared: 

I have nothing to do with the pol- 
ley of this law. We have nothing to 
do with the question as to whether 
prise fights ought or ought not to be 
given. We have to do simply with the 
enforcement of this law as we find it 
on the statute 
“I wish to reiterate that any fight at 
which the winner gets something that 
he would not have gotten if he had not 
been declared the victor, whether large 
or small in amount, is a prise fight: 
otherwise not. A fight for a champion- 
ship, or for a belt, or for money, or for 
anything of value, in my opinion, Is a 
prize fight. 

“As to this particular prize fight or 
fight, whatever it is called. I under- 
stood that the police authorities have 
it in their charge, and that the Mayor 
has said there should be no violation 
of the law. I want to say to you that 
I have every confidence in what the 
Mayor says, and I believe, he having 
given that word, will see to it that 
there will be no violation of the law. 
but if that is not so (and I have no 
question of its truth.) then it will be 
your duty, should you conclude to take 
it up, or the duty of the next Grand 
Jury, to take the matter in hand.” 
Atty.-Gen. Pratt arrived here today 
from Frankfort, and will tomorrow file 
an injunction suit, in connection with 
Gov. kham's instructions, to deter- 
mine the status of the contest.

her | WATER BOARD MEETING. 


Contracts Awarded for Departmest 
Supplies—Want to Sen the City 
Artesian Water. 


At the meeting of the Water Com- 
mission yesterday the special commit- 


tee to which the bids for material 
were referred at the last meeting, re- 
ported the following awards, which 
action was indorsed by the unanimous 
action of the board yesterday: 

Crane & Co. get the contract for the 
cast-iron pipe, at $38.75 per ton, and 
the fire h@drants at $21.65 for single 
hydrants, and $26.55 for double. 

Lacy Manufacturing Company gets 
the sheet-steel pipe at $3.38 per foot. 

Partridge & Alford receive the con- 
tract for the “specials"’—tees, crosses, 
connections, etc., at $68.25 per ton. 

Union Hardware and Metal Company 
get the contract for the Ludlow gate- 
valves, at a lump bid of $2880.20. 

The contract for the thirty tons of 
pig lead was divided between James A. 
Hellmann and Warren 4 Balicy. each 
receiving an order for fifteen tons, at 
$79.58 per ton. 

The total expenditure on the part 
of the city for these supplies wil! be 
about $190,000. 

The committee to which was referred 
the question of the extension of the 
water main to the Nadeau Park tract. 
reported adversely, stating that the im- 
provements on the tract would not 
warrant the expenditure. 

Richard Garvey and R. G. Lunt made 
a proposition to the board to have the 
city purchase 500 inches of water from 
artesian wells on the Garvey tract. six 
miles east of the city, at $500 per min- 
er's inch. The matter was referred to 
the proper committee. The elevation of 
the wells is stated to be the same as 
that of the Plaza in this city. 

The Sisters’ Hospital sent up a pro- 
test against the payment of a bill, ren- 
dered by the city, for water used in 
construction of the new buildings at 
the hospital, amounting to $132.50. By 
virtue of a contract, made fifteen years 
ago, the hospital claims it should have 
all water free of charge. in return for 
the use of an acre of ground for a 
reservoir site. The city takes the po- 
sition that the contract extends only 
to such buildings az stood upon the 
ground at the time the agreement was 
made. The matter was referred to the 
Finance Committee for adjustment. 

Edward Lee. an old soldier. now 
filling the position of an assistant 
hbook-keeper in the water department. 
filed a protest aca!nst the appointment 
of a head book-keeper from outside the 
department. instead of advancing him 
to the place. He asked that the place 
be declared vacant, and that he be ap- 
pointed thereto. The Committee on 
Appointments was asked to wrestie 
with the question.

People who 
suddenly do severe work with these 
muscies are very apt to develop her- 
nia, so that the first kind of work that 
ought to be taken must be mild. It 
should be of the kind that I have sus- 
sted in order to strengthen these ab- 

nal muscles so that they can do 
the more vigorous exercises that shai! 
be demanded later on. Having done 
thie movement with each leg ani 
rested about a minute, stand up; place 
the hands on the hips and lean way 
over to the right side, and then 
straighten up and then lean over to the 
left side and straighten up. Lean to 
each side ten times, making altogether 
twenty movements. ~ 

ABDOMINAL MOVEMENTS. 

Rest a few seconds between the con- 

secutive movements. Do not bend over 
the side as far as you can for the ‘irst 
week; just go over eas far 1s you can 
without severe effort. This exercise, 
like the preceding one, is aimed to 
strengthen the muscles, but in this cuse 
particularly the side of the waist. Do 
not mind if you get out of breath, but 
when you are th h with the exercise 
lie down and breathe deeply until you 
are in quite 2 normal condition again. 
Now ile fat on your back on the flocr. 
With the open hands press alternately 
on the two sides of the abdomen. Do 
it with sufficient rapidity so as to thor- 
oughly shake all the contents of the 
abijomen. This agitation stimulates 
the act vity of not only the muscle 
cells in ithe walls of the abdomen, but 
stimu'ctes the tissues within the abdo- 
men itself. This should be done for 
about a minute, and then you should 
rest for a minute. This exercise may 
be taken even more vigorously standu- 
ing up. Now squeeze the knee hard 
against the body for two seconds; then 
let it down and repeat the vrocess with 
the other knee. Do this ten times the 
first day. Add one time each day for 
two weeks. (See cut 2.)

Now rise and take a sponge bath or 
dip a towel in cold water and rub vig- 
orousiy over the whole body. Begin 
with the back of the neck, and then 
come around and souse the face.

INCREASE WORK SECOND WEEK. 
The second week's work de 
much more severe. It will be a great 
help now to spend an hour a day in 
some gymnasium. In almost every city 
there is a good Young Men's Christian 
Association gymnasium and a compe- 
tent ysical director, but where there 
is n other exercises are availabie. 
During this second week take the ex- 
ercise night and morning as already 
suggest but by this time you ought 
to be e to lift both legs at once 
and not merely the one at a time. This 
more than doubies the difficulty of the 
exercise and correspondingly adds to 
ite effectiveness. When you are 
through with your busimess for the 
day, say at 4:30, go to the gymnasium 
and take vigorous exercise with the 
pulley weights and punching bag, and 
calisthenic work for an hour. The 
value of this depends more upon its 
speed than upon the weights which you 
carry. Hence, do it rapidly. 

The first week's work ought to see a 
reduction of three pounds of weight, 
one-half pound a day. You will gain a 

und over Sunday, so that the net 
oss ought to be two pounds. It is 
perfectly possible to increase this very 
much more rapidiy. You can lose two 
pounds a day if you choose, but such 
rapid changes in wetght are apt to 
throw the system out of order. You 
do not become adjusted readily to 
them; they constitute too great a 
strain on the organism. The exercises 
night and morning for the third week 
should be increased in quantity; just 
about doubled. Fach exercise taken 
twice as many times will accomplish 
the desired result. The great advan- 
tage of going to the gymnasium is that 
it is possible to exercise hard without 
attention, and to 


work is also not nearly as monotonous 
as it le when taken alone. te 


VARIOUS FORMS OF EXERCISE. 
If a gymnasium is not javailable a 


long, hard walk followed the bath 
and rubdown at home, will form a 
fairly effective titute. An hour

United States Senator is Critically Ill 
at the Van Nuys. 


Preyed Upon by a Complication of Diseases 
and Physicians Say the End May 
Come-Any Moment.

NITED States Senator Thomas R. Bard is 
critically ill at the Van Nuys Hotel. His 
physicians say that death may come any moment. 
He is suffering from a complicatidn of dis- 
eases, these being heart failure, typhoid fever 
and pneumonia. As illustrating his serious 
condition, his temperature last night at 11 
o’clock was 10114 degrees end his pulse 150. 

In company with his wife and three daugh- 
ters, Senator Bard went to Santa Catalina Island 
on Monday of last week with Senator Quaries of 
Wisconsin. While on the island Senator Bard 
became ill, and his condition was such that a 
hurried journey was made back to Los Angeles, 
the party arriving here last Friday. 

Senator Bard was forced to bed, and on Sat- 
urday morning was attended by Dr. C. F. Tag- 
gart, who found his patient was suffering from 
heart failure, his left lung consolidated, and 
strong symptoms of typhoid fever threatening. 
His temperature at that time was 104 deg. and

Senator Bard, while 


At midnight Senator Bard suffered a 
sudden sinking spell, due to heart fail- 
ure. His heart had been pumping 
blood through the body at the rate of 
between 140 and 160 pulsations a min- 
| ute all day, and it suddenly failed. For 
a time it was thought that the patient 
was dead, but artificial respiration was 
applied, and then oxygen was admin- 
istered, and he revived, but did not re- 
gain consciousness. His respiration 
resumed a normal condition, but again 
his pulse mounted to 140, while there 
was a reduction in temperature from 
104 to 101% deg. The latter was 6 
most hopeful symptom, for with the 
fever reduced there was hope that the 
pulsation. would also become lower. At 
1 o'clock this morning Dr. Taggart said: 

“I cannot say what will be the result. 
The condition of Senator Bard ts bet- 
ter than it was an hour ego, muck 
better, but there may be another at- 
tack of heart failure at any time, and 
what the result of it would be I do not 
care to predict. We will stay with 
him all night and all day tomorrow if 
necessary. The next twelve hours will 
tell the whole story, for within that 
time he will either have improved suffi- 
ciently to give us hope, or his condl- 
tion wil have become well nigh hope- 


VERGE OF COLLAPSB.

some time ago Genator Bard was on 
the verge of nervous collapse, owing to 
the trying times of the last few days 
of the session of Congress, and the 
fatiguing journey across the conti- 
nent to his home. When he reached 
Los Angeles he was far from well, but 
he thought his Ulness was only the 
result of great fatigue. It is now 
known that it was due to the insidious 
advancement of typhoid symptoms, but 
where the infection occurred is not 
known. Despite continued resting his 
condition did not improve. Dr. G. F. 
Taggart, the family physician, pre- 
scribed complete rest, and this the 
Senator tried to take. He acted upon 
the principle that a change of sur- 
roundings and occupation would mean 
a rest. About that time United States 
Senator Quarles of Wisconsin arrived 
in the city, and became the guest of 
Mr. In entertaining his guest 
the latter exerted himeelf. They vis- 
ited various places. Last week at 
Santa Catalina Senator Bard déclared 
he would conquer his Umess by out- 
door sports. Accordingly he went fish- 
ing many times with Senator Quarles. 
CHILLED AT SEA. 

Thursday the two Senators were out 
and Senator Bard caught several large 
fish. The exertion of landing them 
caused him to perspire very freely, and 
the cool ocean wind caused a severe 
chill, followed by others. 

Symptoms of pneumonta devel- 
oped rapidly until there was acute in- 
Gammation of the iungs. and it was 


impossible for the physician to success- 
fully combat the fever. About the 
same time there were indications that 
typhoid fever was to be feared, and 
this, complicated with acute pneumo- 
nia, made his condition very serious. 
His family was then sent for, dut 
nothing was made public of his - 
ness, not even to his intimate friends. 
CONDITION GREW WORSE. 

Sunday there was no improvement; 
in fact, the condition of the distin- 
guished patient was somewhat worse. 
Dr. Taggart was able to reduce the 
fever somewhat, but it was not safe 
under the circumstances to try to re- 
duce his pulse, which was beating at 
the rate of 138 a minute, a rate which 
would be considered serious in a much 
younger man.

Col. Scott engaged the young man, 
then but 24, to take charge of vast pe- 
troleum industries on the Pacific 
Coast, and in 1865 the future Senator 
made the journey across the continent. 
He located In a part of Santa Barbara 
county, which later Ventura 
county, and took sole charge of an in- 
vestment inv g a million of, dol- 
lars, and a d er of a million acres 
of land. 

From that time until the present the 
name of Thomas Bard uns been as- 
sociated with every leaw 
wharving, ware- 

ouseing, evelopment, sheep 
ing, horticulture, farming and mining. 
Without any inherited fortune, or other 
advantages than those which resulted 
from his natural ability and 22 he 
has accumulated .arge wealth at- 
tained a standing as one of the fore- 
most citizens of Southern California. 

Prominently identified with the Re- 

ublican party in his own locality, Mr. 

was chosen twice as delegate to 
the national convention, and in 1892 
he had the distinguished honor of being 
the only Republican elector on his 
ticket to enter the electoral college of 


California. 
On February 7, 1900, Mr. Bard was 
chosen at a special session of the 


Legisiature to fill the vacancy. in the 
United States Senate occasioned by the 
expiration of the term of the late 
Senator St en M. White. Senator 
Bard took the oath of office March 5, 
1800, the term expiring Mareh 5, 1906. 


ELECTION TO SENATE. 
A MEMORABLE CAMPAIGN. 

The election of Mr. Bard to the 
United States Senate at the extra ses- 
sion of the Legislature in 1900, followed 
one of the most memorable campaigns 
in the history of the State. Prior to 
the regular session, held in the preced- 
ing year, U. 8. Grant, Jr., son of the 
famous war general. had made, through 
his friends, a systematic canvass of 
the legislative districts in support of 
his own candidacy. Ag a result, he 
was enabled to make a formidable 
showing against Col. Daniel M. Burns, 
the candfdate of the State administra- 
tion and “the machine,” fact, caus- 
ing a Geadiock which was not broken 
during the entire regular session. 

The attitude of other candidates, not- 
ably State Senator Robert N. Bulla 
and Irving M. Scott, assisted in main- 
taining the deadlock, and this event- 
ually led, after the withdrawal of Mr. 
Grant from the race at the close of the 
regular session, in a combination of the 
field against Burns. The delegates 
from south of the Tehachepi had been 
chosen with a view to the election of 
a Senator from the Southern part of 
the State, and after the strength of the 
respective candidates before the joint 
assembly had been fully tried out, and 
it appearing that no choice could be 
made from among them, Mr. Bard was 
— agreed upon in opposition to 

urns. 

Mr. Bard had refrained from taking 
any active part in the politics inci- 
dental to the two sessions, and for that 
reason, as much as anything, was able 
to secure the vote of both the Burns 
and anti-Burns factions, both sides, in 
fact, proclaiming themselves satisfied 
with the outcome in the speeches made 
on the floor of the joint assembly sub- 
sequent to the election.

ADVENTUROUS YOUNG GIRL TAKIN 
AT SAN PEDRO.

Skipped from Guardian, Defied Courts, 
and Was Taken to Moxico by Mrs. 
Hess—San Diego Saloon-keeper, Her 
Friend, Landed, Too.

SAN PEDRO, Sept. 18. Ruby John- 
ton, theyoung woman who has Hurt d 69 
prominentiy in the affairs of the Hiss 
famiiy for several weeks, and who was 
responsibie for the recent absence of 
Tony Hess. which brought cold chills 
down the backs of his creditors, has 
been placed in the hands of the police, 
and is behind the bars of the County 
Jail, in Los Angeles, for safe keeping. 
She will be taken from there to San 
José to answer to a warrant issued 
out of the courts there for her arrest, 
and ft is likely that she will be given 
an opportunity to nter the reform 
school at Whittier after the proceedings 
are over. 

For Mies Johnson the authorities of 
Santa Clara county have been looking 
since August 23. On that day Sheriff 
Langford was here with a warrant for 
her arrest. She is wanted for running 
away from her aunt, Mrs. Elhannon 
of San José, with whom she had been 
living several months. Mrs. Elhannon 
was appointed guardian of the gir, 
who is said to be barely over 16, after 
the court had relieved Mrs. Hess of 
that duty, upon complaint made by the 
former to the effect that the latter was 
not the proper person to have the cus- 
tody of the child.

After reaching Los An- 
geles she telegraphed Cowley for money 
to meet him, which was speedily pro- 
vided, and the girl was to depart for 
San Diego Friday morning to take up, 
apperentiy, with the saloon man. Hess 
learned of this, and went to Los An- 
where he used every effort to 
e the girl to come back with him 
to San Pedro. Her mind seemed made 
up, and she would not consent until 
next morning, when it was agreed that 
she should be allowed to go to San 
* in company with the latter. 

inking that something was wrong 
with the girl, Cowley boarded the train 
and arrived here yesterday morning. 
He visited the Hess home and found 
Mias Johnson delighted at his presence. 
After spending the entire day together, 
they planned to go out for supper. Mrs. 
Hess grew angry by this time, and 
caused a warrant to be issued out of 
the township court for the girl's arrest 
on a charge of petty larceny. Con- 
stable Carlson was ordered to serve the 
papers on Miss Johnson. He went to 
the Hess home, and stationed himself 
on the outside, when Cowley appeared. 
Some one told the San Diego man 
that he had better look out or he would 
land in jail, but Cowley took no heed. 
He went to Carlson and demanded to 
know what he wanted, at the same 
time hurling a strong curse word at 
the officer, which could be heard a 
Dlock away. There was no time lost 
in taking the saloon-k r to jail. 
Cowley, who is of mediuni height and 
slim proportion, was a mere babe in 
the hands of Carlson, who is a heavy- 
set six-footer.

AVALON, Sept. 15.—Bang! Bang!

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A WOOLLY SPECTACLE.

Few people know that there is @ 
band of 10,000 sheep within a few miles 
of Los Angeles, and, if they do, there 
is not one la twenty that knows the 
owner of this immense aggregation of 
wool and mutton is “Lucky” Baldwin. 
The 10,000 sheep graze over 18,000 
acres of the Santa Anita ranch, a do- 
main as large as Astor's country place 
and larger than some of the German 
principalliies: and from some of their 
hills the sheep can look down upon Los 
Angeles. 

The shearing, which began yester- 
day in the presence of The Times pho- 
tographer, will last about three weeks, 
and then will come the dipping.
